Ife man brings a horse to the biack- 
smith, and tells him how he wants it shod, the shoer 


complies with his request, or looses his custom, how- 
ever desirable it may be to retain it, or however con- 


trary to his own idea of right may be the method of 


shoeing he is directed to follow. If the blacksmith 
should say to-the farmer, “You don’t want your horse 


shod in that way. I know more about shoeing horses 


than you do, and know how your horse wants to be 
shod;”’ the farmer, in nine cases out of ten would, in 
terms perhaps more forcible than polite, say, ‘Don't 
I understand my own business better than you do— 
shoe him as I say.”” The result of all this is that the 
business of horse shoeing is in the hands of the farmer, 
who really knows little about it; instead of in the 
hands of the blacksmith or horseshoer, who from the 
nature of his business ought really to know a great 
deal about it, In some cases he does, and in many he 
does not. Just as some men in all kinds of business 
perform it in a mechanical, thoughtless sort of way, 
and so go through life without knowing anything or 
learning anything about the business that brings 
them their daily bread. 

Horse-shoeing is a trade; it is also much of a sci- 
ence. All smiths cannot shoe a horse, although all 
smiths try to do it, Even after shoeing the same 
horse time and again, some smiths never learn how it 
needs to be shod, as several instances within our own 
observation attest. Hardly any two horses need shoe- 
ing in the same manner; consequently there is oppor- 
tunity for constant study and for the attainment of 


The New Law in Relation to Fish- 
eries, 


The ‘‘Act to regulate the river and interior fisheries”’ 


important ends; and for the purpose of informing our 
readers of the changes made in the law relating to 
our fisheries, and of soliciting their co-operation in 
carrying out their provisions, we present the follow- 
ing general abstract of the new act passed last winter. 
The more important matters regulated by it may be 
arranged under several heads, viz: 1st, the construo- 
tion of fishways; 2d, the regulation of the river fish- 
eries (for salmon, shad, alewives and bass;) 8d, the 
regulation of the fresh water fisheries; 4th, the culti- 
vation of valuable species. 

The power to determine the form of fishways and 
order their constructian is taken from the hands of 
County Commissioners and placed in the hands of 
Commissioner of Fisheries. Every dam in a stream 
naturally frequented by salmon, shad or alewives, 
must be provided at the expens® of the owner, with 8 
fishway such as may be determined necessary by the 
Commissioner. The penalty for neglecting to comply 
with the requisition of the Commissioner ordering 4 
fishway to be built is not more than fifty nor less than 
ten dollars for each day during which the neglect con- 
tinues. The Commissioner may also prescribe the 
time during which each year, the fishways must be 
kept open for the passage of fish, and direct any re- 
pairs er alterations to be made. 

In the wier fisheries it is endeavored to prevent 
over-fishing. st, by restricting the depth to which 
weirs shall be built, and nets set to two feet at low 
water; 2d, by prohibiting all fishing within one hun- 
dred yards of a dam or two hundred yards of a fish- 
way; 8d, by forbidding all fishing during Saturday 
and Sunday of each week; 4th, by forbidding all fish- 
ing after July 15th of each year; these prohibitions 
do not apply to hook and line fishing, nor to fall and 
winter fishing for smelts and tomcods. On the Ken- 
nebec, Androscoggin, Presumpscot, Georges and St. 
Croix rivers, there is a further prohibition of all fish- 
ing for the migratory species previous to March 12th,

When the time 
arrives for making two of one stock, take the middle 
of the day for it, as itis the best time. Prooure an 
empty hive, as near the old one as possible. Move 
the old hive one foot to one side of the old stand, set 
the empty one the same distance the other side, take 
out half the frames, open the full hive, and tranfer 
half the contents—combs, bees, and boxes—to the 
other, fill out with empty frames and boxes, close the 
hive, and stand at one side to see the returning bees 
enter. If one is getting the most, move it further 
away from the old stand, until the other seems more 
like home. If at last one has much the most, take out 
a comb or two and give tothe weaker one. This man- 
agement will co when colonies are to be multiplied ex- 
clusively, unless they are divided about the time they 
would be strong enough to go into the boxes. When 
divided as here recommended, one part of the original 
colony, of course, will be without a queen. At the 
time of operating, if any cells containing young queens 
are discovered, try to see into which part the old queen 
goes, and remove all from that division; leave only 
one in the other to hatch, unless the su umeries 
are wanted somewhere else. Should the#® be no such 
cells, two days afterward you would find several com- 
menced in the hive without the old queen. If we wish 
to multiply bees to the utmost, we must bear in mind 
that there is loss every hour that a colony with combs 
is without a laying queen.

At the request of the owner the latter re-shod him, 
putting on a circular shoe—one have the heels brought 
together—and in one day after was entirely free from 
his lameness. We think the statement that one half 
of the oases of lame feet are due to shoeing, is much 
too high; still we have no doubt that very many of 
the diseases in horse’s feet and legs are caused by bad 
shoeing, and presume similar instances to the above 
are known to many of our readers. 

Some horses interfere and some overreach—of course 
they require different treatment in shoeing. If a horse 
overreaches badly, he needs to be shod light behind 
and heavy forward. Trotting horses are invariably 
shod heavy forward; they will step longer and travel 
faster. It is not unfrequent for trotting horses to 
wear upon their fore feet, shoes weighing three 
pounds, Team horses require a much lighter shoe 
than trotting horses, and all horses need much heavier 
shoes forward than behind. Heavy shoes upon the hind 
feet cause too great a strain upon the back, and often 
bring on permanent injury. The ordinary weight of 
a shoe for family horses of about nine hundred pounds 
weight is one and a quarter pounds. It is the prac- 
tice of many owners of horses in this city to use a flat 
shoe upon the fore feet, and one with very low corks 
upon the hind feet. The use of the former gives the

the above regulations. 

For the protection of the fresh water fishes, it is 
enacted that, Ist, no weir, hedge, trap, trawl or any 
other net than a dipnet shall be used for the capture 
of any fresh water fish; 2d, no trout, landlocked salm- 
on or togue shall be taken during October, November, 
December and January; 3d, no pickerel, mascallonge, 
pike, bream or sunfish, yellow perch or black bass to 
be introduced into any waters where they do not now 
exist. The object of the latter provision is to keep 
out destructive and inferior kinds from waters now 
free from them; black bass, although by no means in- 
ferior, are unquestionably destructive, and should not 
be placed in lakes and ponds where trout abound and 
are prized. f 

The Commissioner may set apart any waters for the 
cultivation of fish, may take and grant permits to 
take fish for the purposes of breeding and of science, in 
medes and at times otherwise forbidden by law; and 
it is made part of his duty to introduce and dissemi- 
nate valuable species. 

There are numerous exceptions to the operation of 
the sections relating to the river fisheries, but the only 
exceptions te those relating to the fresh water fishes 
are the St. John and its tributaries above Grand Falls, 
and the fishing for blue-back trout in Ringely and 
vicinity (these may be taken at any season with law- 
ful means.) The penalties of the law are severe, and 
the possessor of salmon and trout during the forbid- 
den months, which substantially cover their spawning 
season, is held to prove that the fish in his possession

Some feet need paring at the toe, 
others at the heel—this is a matter to be regulated by 
the shoer. The frog of the foot should never be cut 
or» pared in the least. Neither should the cavity be- 
tween the frog and the hoof be touched by the knife. 
It is the most sensitive part of the foot, Too mach 
paring at the toe elevates the heel of the foot and is 
one of the chief causes of sprang knees. In Boston, 
as we learn, hoofs are never pared—the shoe is alight- 
ly heated and burnt into the hoof until it bears prop- 
erly when it is set. Three nailson the inner side of 
the shoe are sufficient to hold it in place, and better 
than more. 

While we believe farmers possess more correct infor- 
mation upon the true manner of horse-shoeing than 
formerly; and while we believe smiths generally un- 
derstand better how to shoe a horse in s proper way 
than they did years ago, we still believe there is an 
amount of ignorance in the minds of both farmers and 
horse-shoers, upon this matter that needs to be done 
away. Correct information upon this subject is much 
needed, and as a means of furnishing it, we suggest 
the re-publication by Mr. Secretary Goodale, in his 
next report, of the very valuable article upon Horse- 
Shoeing, from the pen of the late Mr. M. Cumming, V. 
8., of St. John, N. B., which was inserted in his report 
some twelve or thirteen years ago.

Working Builis, 


As we keep our bulls in this country, there is a vast 
amount of power that runs to waste which would be 
very willingly laid out. We might severely tax the 
strength and endurance of any bull, not otherwise 
overworked, and he would be the better for it—a surer 
stock-getter, and a sire of finer animals; and besides, 
which is after all the greatest advantage, we should 
thus be able to keep bulls until they are really aged. 
We need hardly argue the question, if a reasonable 
amount of labor is an advantage to the ball. It isa 
r i fact, that a due amount of exercise is es- 
sential to the highest well-being of all animals, and 
especially those used for breeding. If this exercise be 
taken in hard labor, provided it be not excessive, 
the ience of thousands of horse owners, and of 
many owners, in this and other lands, shows it 
to be entirely beneficial. The farmer, then, is doubly 
the gainer. He has the labor of the animal, and the 
bull is better for it. Few farmers keep more than one 
bull, and hence it is that they are not more in the 
habit of working them. A ball may be worked alone 
with a suitable harness in a cart or wagon, and before 
the plow, harrow, or stone-boat. He is deliberate in 
his movements, but powerful, and a single ball will 
often do as much plowing asa pair of cattle. We 
have seen a bull tarn a 12-inch furrow eight inches 
deep in sod with perfect ease, and walk as quickly as 
a “‘smart’’ pair of oxen. He must be put early in 
oe sears te be ided by lines attached to the 
nose ring, put ly at such work as he can do. 
We do not place the bull or any of his kindred high 
in the scale of intelligence, but very high in a scale of 
animals with which habit becomes a second nature. 
Cattle are not very a | taught, but when taught, 
may be relied upon. Bulls are usually dangerous, 
because so little exercised, and never fairly subjagat- 
ed. To subjugate a bull, he must emphatically be 
brought under is yee. There is a great difference 
in the disposition of bulls, and while we advise no one 
under any circumstances to trust a bull beyond im- 
mediate control, we fully believe that nine-tenths of 
eapenne bale te tho cremtens if put to work, would 
be dogile and useful, and might be kept for ten or fif- 
teen years, greatly to the improvement ef our stock.—

The Grievances of Ireland. 
The great powers of the British government would 


seem to be again in dangerous opposition and conflict, | 


the grievances ot Ireland and particularly the ques- 
tion of the Irish Church formed the one issue which 
overshadowed all others in the last election of mem- 
bers of Parliament which resulted in such a distin- 
guished triumph of the Liberals over the Tories—of 
Gisdatone over D’israeli. The policy to be pursued by 
the new government in regard to the Irish difficulty 
was made known on the first day of last March ine 
measure the details of which were then described by 
Mr. Gladstone. In the beginning of 1871 the Irish 
Church would cease to exist as a State establishment 
and be reduced to the condition of a voluntary body 
like the Episoopal Church in America, Its property, 
estimated at about £16,000,000 was to pass into the 
hands of commissioners under an arrangement which 
would have enabled the new church to start inde- 
pendent of the State with a very large property of its 
own. The annual revenue of this body, after all 
claims were discharged, amounting to £300,000 or 
£400,000, was to be appropriated to charitable pur- 
P pach wore the sallent features of the Irish Church 
Bill which passed the House of Commons by more 
than one hundred majority. It was called a gigantic 
measure, and there can be but little doubt that it 
would have resulted in a serioug shock to English 
opinion on the questions of State and Church. The 
abolition of a great branch of the British Church 
establishment, would have ultimately destroyed the 
prestige of the Church of Eagland. But the Liber- 
als had not the courage to admit this logical cunse- 
quence, but have all continued to proclaim their loy- 


alty to the Church. Of course everybody else saw / 


and declared that it was inevitable. Yet, in view of 
the excited state of feeling in Ireland, it was not be- 
lieved that the House of Lords would have the hardi- 
hood and temerity to make a determined opposition to 
the bill, but would only carp at details. The aston- 
ishment was therefore most profound when it became 
evident from the decision of the peers at this recent 
*‘eaucus,’’ that the bill for the disestablishment of the 
Irish Church, and the will of the people so emphati- 
cally expressed in the late election, would be defeated 
in the House of Lords by at least eighty majority. If 
they should so decide in session of Parliament, they 
would only exercise their constitutional right as they 
did in the great contest on the Reform Bill of 1832; 
but the consequences would be far more serious and 
revolutionary. The current of liberal thought, and 
the progressive movements of the world, have not 
been setting in the direction of hereditary peers or 
State prelacy durjng the last half century. The ideas 
of political-and religious reform Which have been 
leaving their impress everywhere during this period, 
will not afford such an excresence of civilized govern- 
ments as the British House of Lords, any lasting 
guaranty of its existence against a profound popular 
excitement. 

It is well known that the Queen is opposed to the 
Irish Church Bill, and it is not improbable that her 
influence has been felt among the peers. It remains 
to be seen, however, whether she will adopt the ex- 
tremely hazardous course of exerting all her power in 
opposition to the ministry and in support of the Lords, 
or whether she will fcliow the precedent set by Wil- 
liam the Fourth in 1832, and prudently suggest to 
the Lords that the present state of affairs may require 
that they should.drop further opposition to the Irish 
Charch Bill. 

If pradent counsels prevail, the latter course will 
unquestionably be pursued; for no one can predict the 
ultimate effects of the former course on the British 
constitution. Indeed there is no probability that the 
passage of the Irish Church Bill would prove a satis- 
factory adjustment of the Irish disturbances. The 
more advanced liberals, including Mr. Bright and 
probably Mr. Gladstone, recognize the necessity of a 
reform in the Irish land laws. The Irish ‘ 
have got the idea that the land will be bodily handed 
over to them in the beginning of 1871, and many of 
them have already declined to pay any more rent- 
The latest news indicated a growing discontent on this 
question, There were a half dozen murders during 
the winter, and there is now « wide-spread feeling of 
uneasiness and dread among the landlords. It is 
very certain, at all events, that the tenants and land- 
lords entertain widely different views with regard to 
their respective ‘rights. It may be that “the Right 
Hon, Gathorne Harday’’ was not far from right when 
he said in his speech at Leamington a few days ago, 
that it was the tenure of lands and not the tenure f 
the Irish Church which lay at the root. of the griev- 
ances of Ireland. But whether it be land tenure or 
church tenure which causes this discontent of the 
Irish people it behooves the Britigh Lords to consider 
well before they reject the first bill for this pacifica- 
people of Great Britain rendered ‘at the hustings, 
must be received with more profound deference than 
ever before.

Five men, with a Lieutenant, remained 
alive, who seeing all resistance useless, hoisted a white 
flag; a party of insurgents then came toward them 
and immediately killed them with machetes, opening 
the bodies of some placing a cracker inside, and then 
putting a spoon in their hands. The Lieutenant tried 
to incite their compassion by telling them he was a 
Cuban. These particulars are obtained from two sol- 
diers who feigned death, and who reached Villa Clara, 
where one of them died. 








Ea" The annual session of the National Division of 
the Sons of Temperance was held in Washington last 
week, On Wednesday last many of the members, by 
previous appointment called upon the President. The 
visitors, about two hundred and fifty in number, ae- 
sembled in the East room, when President Grant en- 
tered, and was addressed by Robt. M. Faust of Penn- 
sylvania, Most Worthy Patriarch of the organization, 
who said those present were from all parts of the 
Union and British Provinces, and they came to pay 
their profound respects to the Chief Magistrate of the 
nation. In granting this interview they looked upon 
the President as recognizing their motives in the in- 
terest of humanity. Dr. Lees of England was intro- 
duced. He expressed the hope that the President's 
administration would have the effect to strengthen the 
friendship between the two greatest nations of the 
earth ; that the cause of freedom as well as temperance 
and morality may be preserved. The President 
bowed, but made no verbal reply. The visitors then 
approached in a line and were introduced and shook 
hands with the President; and when this ceremony 
was completed, he retired.

Whatever may be the general de- 
pression of business in the land there is certainly 
very little local manifestation of it along the Kennebec. 
From the moment the sound of the carpenter’s ham- 
mer strikes your ear in the ship yards of Richmond, 
there is life'and thé hum of business all along up the 
river. Mills driven both by water and by steam; are 
busy along its banks, throwing out their productions 
to freight hundreds of vessels. Ice houses «re dis- 
gorging their cool treasares into the holds of numer- 
ous crafts that he alongside. The quarries are being 
worked, the whirr of spindles and the click of looms 
recall ‘‘the good old times’’ and a thousand forms of 
enterprise which meet you on every hand make the 
old valley resound with the hum of industry. A 
week from to-day it is reported the Spragues are to 
lay the foundation of their new factory, so long fore- 
told, which is to be 200 feet in length-by 75 in width 
and situated near the old one.

Still later despatches state that the Brazillian au- 
thorities had unsuccessfally tried to forward despatch- 
es to Minister McMahon, as Lopez refused to)receive 
flags of truce and had shot several flag bearers. It 
was believed McMahon was a prisoner. 





EF Chili and Peru have recognized the belligerency 
of the Cuban insurgents, and Juarez has been author- 
ized by the Mexican Congress to do so when he sees 
fit. The course of these two States seenis likely to 
cause the United States some embarrassment. The 
iron-clads bought of the United States by these States 
were delivered on the pledge that they should not be 
used against any power with which we are at peace 
until after they had been taken to the countries pur- 
chasing them. If Peru and Chili now ask to be re- 
lieved from this pledge, as it is ssid they will, our 
government will be met by protests from Spain. The 
minister from that country has already cowplained, 
informally if not officially, of the disposition now be- 
ing made of the Peruvian ironclads, which have not 
yet got beyond Cuba. 





Repeat in Nova Scoria. In the House of Assem- 
bly on Wednesday, the Attorney General alluded to 
the subject of a repeal of the Union act, and said the 
British Legislature has not the power to tax Nova 
Scotia, and therefore has not the power to alter her 
constitution. The Province must be liberated from 
the Union. Mild measures had already been taken 
for the attainment of the object and now they were 
about to try stronger measdres. He moved that the 
Attorney General of Nova Scotia be authorized to ob- 
tain in the high English courts of law a judivial opin- 
jonas to her forced Union with the Canadas, and 
stated that if after all the freedom of the Province 
could not be secured, they would have recourse to ex- 
‘reme steps. He did not, however, intimate what 
those steps should be. 





Galt is stated that the officers. of the Beneicial 
Saving Fand Society at Philadelphia, have now re 
covered nearly the entire amount of bonds and money, 
amounting te about a million dollars, which were 
taken from the society’s safes some weeks ago.
